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The Fedorol Bureau of Investigation, Nowk Orleans, 
was oontaotod rolativo to their interview - with Miss 
Marilyn Murrett, couoin of Leo Harvey Oswald, and 
oho doniod having soon Oswald at any tine outsido 
the United States. FBI reportod negativo results 
in connection with thoir inquiries rolativo to 
possession of riflo in How Orleans hy Oswald, or 
tho us© of gun club for praotico purposes, also 
travel from Now Orloans to Moadco. Vootoro Union 
records in Now Orloans failed to refloot money orders 
oont to Oswald. The FAir Ploy For Cuba Coanittoo 
panphlots voro printed in Now Orleans at two dif- 
ferent plants. Oswald roportoclly was identified at • 
one place as tho person who placed the order, but 
was not identified at tho other. 


DETAILS OF INVESTIGATION 


Eeference is nado to various reports submitted in this case# 

On 12/6/63, at appro :dLnatoly 1200 PIl(CST) , telephone oall too received from Doputy 
Chief Paul J» Pstcmi, relative to information contained on page 10 of SA A« Go* 
Vial«o ronort dated 12/3/63, detailing results of interview uith Iliea Marilyn 
liurrott, 757 French Street, Now Orloans, cousin of Leo Harvoy Oswald, who said 
sho returned to Hot; Orleans in January, 1963, after having travelled extensively 
in the Far East and eloowhoro. It was requested that this natter be discussed 
with SA Vial to determine if Miss Hurrott had mentioned having boon in oontaot 
with Oswald at any tine during her travels in:'thq ; Fa^.Ea3t whilo he was in tho 
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Marino Corps, not overlooking the possibility that she could have rocrultod 
Mm for tho Communist oauoo, and could hsvo instructed him in connootion with 
tho assassination vhilo thoy were both in Now Orloana tho early part of 1963. 

It traa also suggested tliat wo aaoortain from the FHI if thoro was any informa- 
tion dovolopod by thorn to indioate that Oswald had the rifle vhilo in How Orleans 
or if ho usod a local praotioe range, and vhothor inquiries had been made to 
determine if Oswald travelled by bus from Hew Orleans to Mexioo. 

ASAIC Joseph Sylvester and SA Paul Alkor, Fodoral Buroau of Invostigation,..Hew 
Orleans, wore interviewed by tolophone following my conversation vlth Deputy 
. Chief Pa to mi. .

Kr» Alkor adviood that Oswald obtained a permit on Septomber 17, 19^3, from tho 
Mexican Consul in Now Orleans to visit Mexico for 15 days, and that he entored 
Mexico at Laredo, Toxas, on or about Septomber 26, 1963, 


Mr. Sylvootor said that his office had made every possible effort to determine 
tho mode of transportation. Ho said tho airlinos had been ohockod, with nogativo , 
roeulto, and that inquiries of tho bus and railroad stations had also been noga- 
tivo to date duo to tho faot that the tickets do not bear the name of the traveler* 

Ho further advised that they had interviewed « or had attempted to do so - all 
persons who had applied for pomito to travel in Mexico at about tho tine Oswald 
applied, and that no information of value had boon developed to date*' 

Mr. Alkor advised that all porsons interviewed in Now Orleans had boon questioned 
03 to vhothor or not Oswald was in poosossion of a rifle while in Now Orleans, and 
no information had boon dovolopod to indicate that ho had a rifle at that tino. • ' 
Ho said that all cun olubs in tho area had boon oheckod, and there was no record 
of Oswald having used them for praotioo purposes. Ho said that it is nocosoary 
for all persons visiting Moxloo for bunting purposes to registor firearms with 
tho local Consul, and that there is no rocord of a gun or rifle mode with roforenoo 
to Oswald's tourist permit. 

Mr. Alkor stated that Miss Marilyn Murrett had also been questioned by FBI Agents, 
and that Gho allogod that she had not soon Oswald at any time during her travels 
outsido tho United States, Ho stated that there is nothing to indioate that Miss 
Kurrott is a Communist.

| possession of Oswald when he was in their home for a few days tho latter port of 

f April or first port of May, 1963, and since ho reportedly had only two suitcases

) that tho riflo while in Now Orleans, unloss it was inoluded among the 

j household goods which lira* Euth Paine brought to Now Orleans when she drove Mrs*’ 
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(toroid hero aftor Oswald* a arrival, and too taken back to tho Dallas croo 
whon Mrs. Palno moved Mrs. Oswald back thore, prior to Oswald's doparturo. • 

. Another FBI Agent had previously infornod no that the Wostorn Union offico 
in How Orloand had boon roquostod to make a caroful chock for monoy orders 
Oswald} and also that tko local printing shops voro being oanvossod to 
dotomino if any of tko Fair Play For Cuba Commit too literature h n 4 boon 
printed in Ilow Orleans. 

During the conversation vitk'FBI Agent Paul Alkor, I inquired of bin as to 
tho results of those investigations. He etatod that tko inquiries at Wostorn 
Union wore negative} but that it had been ascertained that tho pamphlets, 
etc., wore printed at two different shops in How Orloonsj that Oswald had been 
identified at one shop, and that ho too not identified at the other. Hr. Alkor 
■ was requested to furnish tho names of tho printing shops for our information, 
and ho said it would bo nooosoary to chock their reports as ho did not. have 
tho information at that time* Ho too informed that we were desirous of as- 
certaining if Oswald had placed both brders for tho literature, or whether 
coneono else — possibly A. J. Eidoll — had plaood one of tho orders. ’ 

At approximately 3«15 »l(C3T) on 1 2/6/61 I telophonioally contaotod Deputy Chief * 
Paul J. Patcrni, furnishing him tho pertinent information roooivod from tho FBI 
rolative to Mins Marilyn Hurra tt, the rifle, gun olub check and inquiries re- 
garding mode of travel from How Orleans to Hoodoo* 

At approximately 4?30 HI on 12/6/63 I recolvod telophono Call from SMC Harry Q. 
Maynor, FBI, How Orleans, who advisod that his hoadquartoro offico had issued 
instructions taat liaison should ho maintainod at headquarters lovol in Washington, 
D. 0. Ho specifically montionod that tho roquost which I had mado of SA Allccr • 
concorning tho printing plants involved had boon brought to his attention, and 
that ho folt ho should communicate with his hoadquartoro offico hoforo furnish- 
ing this information. Ho pointod out that tho Prosidont had dirootod tho FBI 
to conduo w investigation rolative to who assassination of President Kennody and 
tho murder of Oswald, and that presumably all information would bo coordinated 
at headqur.rtors lovol to avoid duplication, misun&orotanding, otc 0 Mr. Maynor 
TO3 informed that our intoroot too primarily in tho oocurlty aroa, and that wo 
woro desirous of identifying anyone cannaotod with Oswald who might possibly posa 
a throat to tho soourity of Prosidont Johnson,, 

At approximately 5?CO PM on 12/6/63 I ro solved telophono call from SAIC Eobort I 0 
Bouck, Protootivo Eesoarch Sootion, who advisod that ho had boon contaotod by a 
representative of tho FBI in Washington, and that a quoction had boen raised 
about tho printing of tho literature in question and duplication of. offorts. 

SMC Bouck advisod that no further inquiries bo mado rolative to tho printing 
• shops, and that our investigation should bo confined to tho gathering of informa- 
tion pertinent to tho protection of Prosidont Johnson. • ■

On 12/9/53 1 discussed with SA Vial tha matter of bio interview with Miss 
Marilyn Ilurrott* Ho said that ¥11110 oho vao not spooifioally questioned as 
to rhothor or not she ©noountorod Oswald while traveling in the Far East# she 

was given every opportunity to oomment on this point# and she failed to do so* •
